Power Sources — The TV set should be operated only from the type of 
power source indicated on the TV set or as indicated in the Owner's 
Manual.

For TV sets 
designed to operate from battery power, refer to the operating 
instructions.

Outdoor Antenna Grounding — If an outdoor antenna is installed, 
follow the precautions below. 

An outdoor antenna system should not be located in the vicinity of 
overhead power lines or other electric light or power circuits, or where 
it can come in contact with such power lines or circuits. 

WHEN INSTALLING AN OUTDOOR ANTENNA SYSTEM, 
EXTREME CARE SHOULD BE TAKEN TO KEEP FROM 
CONTACTING SUCH POWER LINES OR CIRCUITS AS 
CONTACT WITH THEM IS ALMOST INVARIABLY FATAL. 

Be sure the antenna system is grounded so as to provide some 
protection against voltage surges and built-up static charges. Section 
810 of the National Electrical Code in the USA and Section 54 of the 
Canadian Electrical Code in Canada provides information with respect 
to proper grounding of the mast and supporting structure, grounding 
of the lead-in wire to an antenna discharge unit, size of grounding 
conductors, location of antenna discharge unit, connection to 
grounding electrodes, and requirements for the grounding electrode.

• Place the TV on the floor or on a sturdy platform in a location 
where light does not directly hit the screen. 

• Place the TV far enough from the walls to allow proper ventila- 
tion. Inadequate ventilation may cause overheating, which may 
damage the TV.

Connecting your TV 

If you haven't connected electronic equipment before, or you have 
been frustrated in the past, you may wish to read this section. (Cables 
are not supplied.) 

• A coaxial cable is the standard cable that comes in from your 
antenna or cable converter box. Coaxial cables use "F" connectors. 

• Audio and video cables are usually color coded according to use: 
yellow for video and red and white for audio. The red audio cable 
is for the stereo right channel, and the white audio cable is for the 
stereo (or mono) left channel. If you look at the rear panel of the 
TV, you will see that the terminals are color coded in the same 
manner as the cables. 

• S-video cables provide better picture performance. S-video cables 
can only be used with S-video compatible components. 

• ColorStream™ cables come in sets of three and provide the best 
picture performance. ColorStream cables can only be used with 
ColorStream compatible components.

Connecting a VCR 

This connection allows you to watch local channels and video pro- 
grams, play or record on the VCR while watching TV, and to record 
from one channel while watching another channel. 

You will need: 

• one coaxial cable 

• one pair of audio cables (only one cable for a mono VCR) 

• one video cable

This connection allows you to watch cable and premium channels. 
You should keep your TV selected to ANT-1 so that you can use the 
TV features. When viewing premium channels, select ANT-2 and 
tune the TV to channel 3 or 4 (whichever channel is vacant in your 
area), then use the converter box to change channels. 

You will need two coaxial cables. 




Note: 

When you use a converter box with your TV, 
there may be features that you cannot 
program using the remote control, such as 
labeling channels, blocking channels, and 
programming your favorite channels.

Connecting a cable converter box and a VCR 

This connection allows you to watch and record basic and premium 
cable channels, as well as watch videotapes. You should keep your TV 
selected to ANT-l so that you can use the TVs features. When 
viewing premium channels or recording with the VCR, select ANT-2 
and change the TV channel to 3 or 4 (whichever channel is vacant in 
your area), then use the converter box to change channels. 

You will need: 

• three coaxial cables 

• one pair of audio cables (only one cable for a mono VCR) 

• one video cable 




Caution: 

If you want to record one channel while 
watching another channel, a splitter (not 
included] must be added between the cable 
and ANT-l. One output of the splitter goes to 
ANT- 1 and the second output is connected to 
IN on the cable converter box. 

If you have a mono VCR, connect L/Mono to 
VCR Audio OUT using only one audio cable. 
If you have a S-VHS VCR, use the S-video 
connections and remove the video cable. Do 
not connect the video cable and the 
S-video cable to Video- 1 simultaneously. 

When you use a converter box with your TV, 
there may be features that you cannot 
program using the remote control, such as 
labeling channels, blocking channels, and 
programming your favorite channels. 



Connecting a DVD/satellite receiver and a VCR 

This connection allows you to watch DVD /satellite, video and TV 
programs. You can record from the DVD/satellite receiver and TV, as 
well as record one TV channel while watching another channel. 

You will need: 

• one coaxial cable 

• three pairs of audio cables (only one cable for a mono VCR) 

• two video cables 

• one S-video cable

Connecting a DVD with ColorStream™ and a VCR 

This connection allows you to watch DVD, video or TV programs 
and to record DVD or TV programs. You can record from one source 
and watch a program from another source. Your TV is capable of using 
ColorStream (color difference). Connecting your TV to a ColorStream 
compatible DVD, such as a Toshiba DVD, can greatly enhance 
picture quality and performance. 

You will need: 

• one coaxial cable 

• three pairs of audio cables (only one cable for a mono VCR) 

• two video cables 

• one set of ColorStream video cables 
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DVD Player with ColorStream 




Caution: 

To play from the DVD, the DVD and TV must 
use ColorStream connections. To record from 
the DVD, the DVD and TV must select Video. 



Connecting two VCRs 

This connection allows you to record from one VCR to another VCR 
while watching a video program. You will also be able to record from 
one TV channel while watching another channel. 

You will need: 

• one coaxial cable 

• two pairs of audio cables (only two cables for mono VCRs) 

• two video cables 

Stereo VCR / Playback 




Caution: 

If you are using a S-VHS VCR, use the 
S-video connections and remove the video 
cable. Do not connect the video cable and 
the S-video cable to Video- 1 simultaneously. 



Connecting a camcorder 

This connection allows you to watch video materials recorded on a 
camcorder. 

You will need: 

• one pair of audio cables 

• one video cable 




Caution: 

If you are using a S-VHS camcorder with a 
S-video output, connect this to the S-video 
input on the TV and remove the video cable. 
Do not connect the video cable and the 
S-video cable to Video- 1 simultaneously. 



Connecting an audio amplifier 

This connection allows you to use an audio amplifier to adjust the 
audio level. This also allows you to use external speakers. 

To control the audio, turn on the TV and the stereo amplifier. 

You will need one pair of audio cables.

Preparing the remote control for use 

With the remote control, you can operate your TV, most VCR 
models, and cable TV converters together, even if they are different 
brands. If you will be using your TV with a Toshiba VCR, your 
remote control is already programmed and ready to use. If you own 
different brands of VCRs and/or converters, you first have to program 
your remote control. (See "Programming the remote control for use 
with a VCR or a cable TV converter" on page 8.) 



Note: 

This remote control's functions may or may 
not operate your VCR or cable TV converter. 
Refer to the owner's manuals supplied with 
the equipment to see which features are 
available. In addition, the original controllers 
may have features not available on this 
remote control.

Installing the remote control batteries 

To install the batteries: 
1 . Slide the battery cover off of the back of the remote control. 




2. Install two "AA" size alkaline batteries. Match the + and - signs 
on the batteries to the signs on the battery compartment. 



Caution: 

• Dispose of your batteries in a designated 
disposal area. Do not throw your batteries 
into a fire. 

• Do not mix battery types or combine used 
batteries with new ones. 

• Remove dead batteries immediately to 
prevent battery acid from leaking into the 
battery compartment. 

• If you do not intend to use the remote 
control for a long time, remove the 
batteries. 
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3. Slide the battery cover back on to the remote control until the 
lock snaps. 

Using the remote control with a VCR or a cable 
TV converter 

To control a Toshiba VCR: 

Set the TV/CAB LE/VCR/AUX switch to the VCR position. The 
buttons shown to the right will then control the VCR. The rest 
of the buttons will operate the TV as usual.

Programming the remote control for use with a 
VCR or a cable TV converter 

This remote control is pre-programmed to operate Toshiba VCRs. To 
use VCRs or cable converters other than Toshiba models, you must 
follow the steps below before you operate your remote control.

Selecting the antenna input 

You can connect to two different signal sources by choosing the 
antenna input (ANT 1 or ANT 2). 

To select the antenna input:

Adding channels to the TV's memory 

Your TV will stop on specific channels that are stored in the TV's 
channel memory when you press Channel ▲ or T. Use the steps below 
to set all active channels in your area automatically. 

Programming channels automatically 

Your TV can automatically detect all active channels and store them in 
its memory. After the TV has stored the channels in its memory you 
can erase channels or add your favorite channels. If you use both 
ANT- 1 and ANT-2 terminals, you must program channels for each 
input source. 

To add channels: 

1 . Press MENU, then press < or ► to highlight the SET UP menu. 

2. Press A or T until the TV/CABLE selection is highlighted. 

3. Press -4 or ► to highlight either TV or CABLE, depending on 
which you use. 
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If you use an antenna, choose TV. 
If you use cable, choose CABLE. 

4. Press ▼ to select CH PROGRAM. 

5. Press -4 or ► to start channel programming. The TV will automati- 
cally cycle through all the TV or Cable channels (depending on 
which you selected), and store all active channels in the 
channel memory. 

While the TV is cycling through the channels, the message 
"Programming Now Please Wait" appears. 

6. When channel programming is complete, the message "Com- 
pleted (channel or cable number)" appears. 

7. Press Channel A or ▼ to view the programmed channels. 
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Adding and erasing channels manually 

After you've programmed the channels, you can add or erase specific 
channels. 

To add or erase channels: 

1 . Select the channel you want to add or erase using Channel ▲ or T. 
If adding channels, you must select the channel to add by using 
the Channel Number buttons. 

2. Press MENU, then press A or ► to highlight the SET UP menu. 

3. Press A or T to highlight ADD/ERASE. 
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4. Press < or ► to select ADD or ERASE, whichever function you 
want to perform.

Changing channels 

To change the channel, you can:

Adjusting the channel settings 
Switching between two channels 

You can switch between two channels without entering an actual 
channel number each time. 

To switch between two channels: 

1 . Select the first channel you want to view. 

2. Select a second channel with the Channel Number buttons (0-9, 
100). 

3. Press CH RTN. The previous channel will be displayed. 

Each time you press CH RTN, the TV will switch back and forth 
between the two channels. 

Programming your favorite channels 

You can preset up to 9 of your favorite channels using the Favorite 
Channel Programming feature. Because this feature scans through 
only your favorite channels, it allows you to skip other channels you 
do not normally watch. 

You can still use Channel AT to scan through all the channels you 
programmed in the TV s memory. 

To program your favorite channels: 

1 . Select a channel you want to program. 

2. Press MENU, then press < or ► to highlight the SET UP menu. 

3. Press A or T to highlight FAVORITE CH. 
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Press A or ► to display the FAVORITE CH menu. 
SET/CLEAR will be highlighted. 
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5. Press A or ► to highlight SET and press ENTER. 

6. Press EXIT to clear the screen. 

7. Repeat steps 1 through 6 for up to 8 other channels. 

To select your favorite channels: 

Press the FAV AT buttons on the remote control to select your 
favorite channels. 

The FAV AT buttons will not work until you have programmed 
your favorite channels. 
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To clear your favorite channels: 

1 . Select a channel you want to clear. 

2. Press MENU, then press A or ► to highlight the SET UP menu. 

3. Press A or T to highlight FAVORITE CH. 

4. Press -4 or ► to display the FAVORITE CH menu. 
SET/CLEAR will be highlighted. 
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5. Press the 4 or ► to highlight CLEAR. 
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6. Press ENTER until "0" replaces the channel number you want 
to erase. 

7. Press EXIT to clear the screen. 

8. Repeat steps 1 through 6 for the other channels. 



Using the V-Chip 

You can prevent others from viewing certain programs or channels by 
using the V-Chip feature. 

Selecting a PIN code 

Before you can block programs and channels, though, you must select 
a personal identification number (PIN) code. The PIN code you 
select prevents others from changing the rating limits you set. 

To select your PIN code and access the V-Chip menus: 

1 . Press MENU, then press or ► to highlight the SET UP menu. 

2. Press A or T to highlight V-CHIP. 
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3. Press to or ► display the V-CHIP menu. 
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SELECT [0-9] 
END [EXIT] 



Use the Channel Number buttons (0-9) to enter your PIN code. 
If you are accessing the V-Chip menus for the first time, select a 
four-digit number to be your PIN code. Press ENTER. The 
BLOCKING menu appears. 
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END [EXIT] 



5. You may now enable blocking — "Blocking programs by ratings" 
(see below), "Blocking channels" (see page 21), "To change your 
PIN code" (below) or "Blocking unrated movies or programs" (see 
page 21). 

To change your PIN code: 

1 . Press MENU, then press < or ► to highlight the SET UP menu. 

2. Press A or T to highlight V-CHIP. 

3. Press -4 or ► to display the V-CHIP menu. 

4. Use the Channel Number buttons (0-9) to enter your PIN code. 
If you are accessing the V-Chip menus for the first time, select a 
four-digit number to be your PIN code. Press ENTER. The 
BLOCKING menu appears. 

5. Press A or T to highlight NEW PIN CODE and press < or ► to 
display the NEW PIN CODE menu. 

6. Use the Channel Number buttons (0-9) to enter a new code. Press 
ENTER. 

7. Press EXIT to return to normal viewing. 
Blocking programs by ratings 

The Motion Picture Association of America (MPAA) uses a rating 
system to qualify motion picture content. Television broadcasters 
employ a rating system to qualify the content of television programs, 
as well. The MPAA, Youth TV and TV ratings work with the V-Chip 
feature and allow you to block out programming above the rating 
limits you determine. 



Note: 

If you forget your PIN code, press RECALL four 
times within five seconds from the V-CHIP 
menu. This allows you to proceed to the 
BLOCKING menu and reset your PIN code.

Watching multi-window PIP 

The multi-window feature provides two channel search modes. The 
first mode is Preview, which scans the channels that are programmed 
in the TV memory. The second mode is Favorite, which scans the 
favorite channels you have programmed in the TV memory. 

The multi-window feature also provides the Strobe mode, which 
allows you to view a segment of a program and freeze it in nine 
successive views. 

Using the preview mode 

Before you can use the Preview mode, you must first program the 
channels into the TV's memory (see page 14, Programming channels 
automatically). 

Once the channels are programmed into memory, when you view the 
channels in the Preview mode, the TV cycles through all of the 
programmed channels and shows a few seconds of each channel's 
programming, then freezes the image and moves onto the next 
channel in a continuous cycle.

Setting the off-timer 

You can set the TV so it turns off automatically. 
To set the off-timer:

The captioned programs are usually 
marked in your local TV listing by "CC."

While the sound is 
off, the screen will display the word MUTE in the lower right-hand 
corner. To restore the sound, press MUTE again. 

When you press the MUTE button, you automatically activate the 
closed caption feature. To deactivate this feature, press the MUTE 
button again. This feature only works when the closed caption mode 
is set to off. See "Using the closed captioned feature" on page 29 for 
more information. 

Selecting stereo/SAP broadcasts 

You can enjoy watching TV while you listen to high-fidelity stereo 
sound with the Multi-channel TV Sound (MTS) feature. MTS can 
also transmit a second audio program (SAP) containing a second 
language or other audio information. 

When the TV receives a stereo or SAP broadcast, the word STEREO 
or SAP appears on the screen when the TV is on, you change the 
channel, or press the RECALL button. 

The MTS feature is not available while in the VIDEO mode. 

To listen to stereo sound: 

1. Press MENU, then press ■< or ► until the AUDIO menu appears. 
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2. Press A or ▼ to highlight MTS. 

3. Press < or ► to highlight STEREO. 
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When you are watching a stereo broadcast, the word STEREO is 
displayed in yellow. You should leave your TV set to STEREO so 
you can automatically receive stereo or monaural sound, depend- 
ing on the broadcast type. If the stereo sound is noisy, select 
MONO to reduce the noise. The word STEREO or SAP is 
displayed in yellow when the TV receives the signal, and in 
magenta when you have selected the feature. 

To listen to a second audio program: 

1. Press MENU, then press < or ► until the AUDIO menu appears. 

2. Press A or ▼ to highlight MTS. 

3. Press -4 or ► to highlight SAP. You will hear only the second audio 
program from the left and right speakers. 
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Adjusting the sound quality 

You can change the sound quality of your TV by adjusting the bass, 
treble, and balance. 

To adjust the sound quality: 

1 . Press MENU, then press A or ► until the AUDIO menu appears. 
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2. Press A or ▼ to highlight the item you want to adjust. 

3. Press < or ► to adjust the level. 
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• -4 makes the sound quality weaker or decreases the balance in 
the right channel, depending on the item selected. 

• ► makes the sound quality stronger or decreases the balance 
in the left channel, depending on the item selected. 

Using the surround sound feature 

The surround sound feature expands the audio listening field wider and 
deeper to create exceptional sound quality from the TV's speakers. The 
feature uses stereo signals from a TV broadcast or video input. 

To turn on the surround sound feature: 

1 . Select the STEREO mode following the steps under "Selecting 
stereo/SAP broadcasts" on page 30. 

2. Press MENU, then press A or ► until the AUDIO menu appears. 

3. Press A or ▼ to highlight SURROUND. 

4. Press 4 or ► to highlight ON. 
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To turn off the surround sound feature: 
Choose OFF in step 4 above. 

In general, you should leave your TV set to SURROUND so it 
can automatically produce surround stereo or monaural sound, 
depending on the broadcast type. 

Using the sub-bass system 

The sub-base system (SBS) allows you to improve bass-performance 
(even when the sound volume is low) . 

To activate the sub-bass system: 

1. Press MENU, then press A or ► until the AUDIO menu appears. 

2. Press A or T until SBS is highlighted. 
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3. Press < or ► to highlight ON. 
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To turn the sub-bass system off: 
Select OFF in step 3, above. 

To adjust the sub-bass system, 

1. Press MENU, then press A or ► until the AUDIO menu appears. 

2. Press A or T until SBS LEVEL is highlighted. 
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3. Press -4 or ► to adjust the SBS level. 
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Viewing the demonstration mode 



The demonstration mode (DEMO) is an option available on the 
SETUP menu. If you select this mode, the TV will demonstrate 
several of the TV's features. 

To stop the demonstration mode: 

Select DEMO STOP in the SETUP menu, or press the RECALL, 
EXIT, or POWER buttons. 



Understanding the last mode memory feature 

If the power is cut off while you are viewing the TV and the power 
is resupplied, the last mode memory feature will turn the TV on 
automatically. 

If the power is going to be off for a long time or you are going to be 
away from home for a long time, remove the power plug from the wall 
outlet to prevent the TV from turning on in your absence. 
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Appendix 
Cleaning and care 

WARNING: 

TV sets use high voltage. Do not try to remove the cabinet back. Refer servicing to qualified service technicians. 
To clean the TV screen: 

1 . Unplug the TV to avoid possible shock hazard. 

2. Use a clean cellulose sponge or chamois cloth dampened with a solution of mild detergent and warm water 
to clean the TV screen and trim. Do not use too much water because water spills into the cabinet can cause 
damage to the TV. 

3. Wipe off any excess moisture with a clean dry cloth. 

4. Polish the cabinet with a quality furniture polish to maintain the finish and appearance of the cabinet. 
Caution: 

Never use strong solvents such as thinner, benzene, or other chemicals on or near the cabinet. These chemicals can damage the finish 
of the cabinet.
